ANNUAL  GENERAL  MEETING 


OF  THE 

SHIFNAL  COTTAGE  HOSPITAL. 


The  annual  meeting  of  subscribers  to  the  Shifnal  Cottage 
Hospital  was  held  in  the  Church  Room,  on  Tuesday,  February 
12th,  1929.  Brig -General  R.  Hoare,  C.M.G.,  D.S.O.  (who  was 
introduced  by  Col.  the  Hon.  F.  Weld-Forester)  presiding,  and  it 
was  gratifying  to  find  such  a  splendid  attendance  of  supporters. 

In  presenting  the  Annual  Report  the  Chairman  said  that 
during  1928  there  were  treated  in  the  hospital  171  in-patients 
against  157  in  1927;  out-patients  619,  against  356  in  the  previous 
year  ;  and  maternity  patients  28,  against  7.  This  made  a  total  of 
778  cases  treated  in  1928,  against  520  in  1927.  The  average  stay 
of  in-patients  was  15.2  days,  and  the  total  number  of  visits  by  out¬ 
patients  was  3,904.  This  enormous  increase  in  figures  went  to  prove 
how  very  necessary  the  enlargement  of  the  hospital  was,  and,  even 
so,  on  three  occasions  extra  bedsteads  had  had  to  be  borrowed  to 
accommodate  urgent  cases  —and  on  one  occasion  one  case  had  to  be 
refused,  as  there  was  no  accommodation  available.  To  a  slight  ex¬ 
tent  there  might  have  been  more  sickness  during  the  past  year,  but 
he  contended  that  this  increase  of  figures  pointed  to  the  growing 
confidence  in  the  hospital,  and  appreciation  of  the  efficient  way  in 
which  it  was  administered.  It  was  only  natural  that  with  a  larger 
hospital  to  run,  and  more  patients  to  be  treated,  the  expenditure 
had  gone  up.  The  total  outgoings  in  1928  were  /886  5s.  8d., 
against  ^747  14s.  3d.  in  1927 — an  increase  of /138  11s.  5d.  To 
this  total  of  ^886  5s.  8d.  had  to  be  added  a  debit  balance  of  7G84 
6s.  2d.,  brought  forward  and  transferred  from  the  building  account 
to  the  general  account  in  April,  1928,  and  they  were  faced  with  a 
total  expenditure  of  £\070  11s.  lOd.  for  last  year,  making  a  total 
increase  of  £2>21  14s.  lOd.  over  the  preceding  year.  With  an  en¬ 
larged  hospital  they  were  bound  to  have  increased  expenditure,  and 
the  fact  that  /184  6s.  2d.  of  that  amount  was  accounted  for  by 
taking  over  the  debit  balance  from  the  building  fund  into  the 
general  account  must  not  be  overlooked  In  1928  there  was  a 
splendid  increase  in  the  subscriptions  and  donations,  viz.,  /482 
14s.  3d.  against  ^274  5s.  9d.  in  1927.  The  total  receipts  were 
i,1074  4s.  1  Id. ,  against  ^749,  or  £225  4s.  lid.  more  the  preced¬ 
ing  year.  (Applause).  Adding  to  that  a  small  credit  balance  from 
the  previous  year  of  £3  2s.  2d.,  they  got  a  total  of  £1077  7s  Id. 
The  credit  balance  now  stood  at  £6  15s.  3d.  He  offered  his  hearty 
congratulations  to  all  concerned  on  this  satisfactory  state  of  things, 
and  expressed  the  hope  that  by  next  year  that  small  balance  would 
be  turned  into  a  considerable  one  on  the  credit  side,  so  that  they 
might  have  something  put  by  in  the  bank  for  a  rainy  day.  It  was 
extraordinary  howunforseen  expenses  and  necessary  expenses  were 


incurred,  so  they  must  not  relax  their  efforts,  but  rather  redouble 
them  so  as  to  endeavour  to  get  a  good  sum  invested  as  a  reserve 
fund. 

The  special  thanks  of  the  committee  were  due  to  the  ladies’ 
committee  of  the  Linen  League  (of  which  Mrs.  Reid  Walker  was 
president,  and  Mrs.  Banister  hon-  secretary)  for  their  excellent 
work,  which  relieved  the  hospital  of  a  heavy  drapery  and  linen  bill. 
It  was  impossible  to  name  each  one  individually  who  had  assisted 
the  hospital,  whether  by  cash  donations  or  goods,  organising  whist 
drives,  dances,  and  entertainments,  collecting,  or  working  on  Fete 
Day,  etc.  It  was  not  done  without  a  lot  of  trouble  and  careful 
organisation,  and  to  all  those  they  tendered  their  sincere  and  hearty 
thanks,  as  it  was  only  by  this  generous  and  ready  help  that  they 
were  able  to  carry  on  the  good  work  entrusted  to  their  care.  Their 
thanks,  and  those  of  subscribers  and  patients,  too,  were  due  to  the 
medical  staff  for  their  valuable  and  gratuitous  services.  In  com¬ 
paring  the  expenditure  of  this  hospital  with  that  of  286  similar 
ones,  it  was  found  that  the  average  cost  per  bed  per  annum  in 
these  worked  out  at  £95,  while  in  the  Shifnal  Cottage  Hospital  the 
cost  per  available  bed  was  only  £73  per  annum,  which  went  to 
prove  how  economically  the  hospital  was  run,  and  thus  reflected 
great  credit  on  the  matron  and  permanent  staff,  and  was  most 
certainly  matter  for  congratulation. 

Mr.  T.  Aldersey,  proposing  the  adoption  of  the  report,  said 
it  was  very  satisfactory,  and  he  agreed  that  the  Committee  and 
everyone  else  were  to  be  congratulated  on  having  wiped  out  the 
large  deficit. 

Mrs.  Nock  seconded,  and  the  report  was  adopted. 

On  the  proposition  of  Mrs.  Melville  ^.egge,  seconded  by  the 
Rev.  J.  K.  Swinburne,  a  hearty  vote  of  thanks  was  accorded  the 
Auditor,  Mr.  H.  Revell  Phillips. 

On  the  proposition  of  Mr.  Aldersey,  seconded  by  Mrs. 
Banister,  Mr.  du  Sautov,  Manager  of  Lloyds  Bank,  was  appointed 
Hon.  Treasurer. 

Mr.  T.  C.  Smith  was  unanimously  elected  Hon.  Secretary 
on  the  proposal  of  Colonel  the  Hon.  F.  Weld-Forester,  seconded 
by  Dr.  S.  B.  Legge. 

On  the  proposition  of  Mrs.  Banister,  seconded  by  Mr- 
Thomson,  Mr.  H.  Revell  Phillips  was  re-elected  Hon.  Auditor. 

Mr.  B.  Farmer,  through  ill-health  and  advanced  age,  retired 
from  the  Committee,  and  Mrs.  Hoare  was  elected  in  his  place. 

The  other  retiring  members  of  the  Committee,  the  Rev.  J. 
K.  Swinburne,  Mr.  Thomson,  Mrs.  Banister  and  Mr.  Hodgkiss 
were  re-elected,  on  the  proposition  of  Dr.  Legge  and  seconded  by 
Mr.  Aldersey. 


Mr.  E  Bcnven  resigned  ii'om  the  Committee,  and  on  the 
proposition  of  Mr.  Bowen,  seconded  by  Mrs.  Melville  Legge,  the 
Rev.  T.  H.  P.  Hyatt  was  elected- 

A  vote  of  thanks  was  accorded  Mr.  Aldersey  for  the  enor¬ 
mous  amount  of  work  he  had  done  in  the  garden  of  the  Maternity 
Home,  which  he  had  made  look  very  pleasing,  on  the  proposal  of 
Mr.  Summers,  seconded  by  Mrs-  Banister. 

On  the  proposal  of  the  Rev.  J.  K.  Swinburne,  seconded  by 
Mrs.  Banister,  alterations  in  Rules  3,  14  and  15  as  submitted,  were 
unanimously  adopted-  1 

Mr.  Thomson  proposed  and  Mrs.  Melville  I.egge  seconded 
a  hearty  vote  of  thanks  to  Brigadier-General  Hoare  for  presiding.

EXTRACT  FROM  GENERAL  MEETING. 


Col.  the  Hon.  F.  Weld-Forester  introduced  the  following 
Scheme,  procured  by  the  Chairman  from  the  York  County 
Hospital  :  — 

The  Income  of  Charities  is  exempt  from  Income  Tax,  and 
if  a  Subscriber,  who  is  an  Income  Tax  payer,  is  prepared  to 
covenant  by  deed  to  pay  a  regular  Annual  Subscription  for  a  period 
of  seven  years,  it  is  now  possible  for  the  Hospital  to  recover  the 
tax  which  has  been  paid  by  the  Subscriber,  and  so  to  increase  the 
amount  actually  received  by  the  Hospital  by  25%,  without  increas¬ 
ing  the  amount  payable  by  the  Subscriber.' 

A  subscription  of  £l  hitherto  paid  to  the  Hospital  represents 
a  gross  amount  of  25/-  from  which  5/-  has  been  deducted  for 
Income  Tax. 

Under  this  Scheme  the  subscriber  will  covenant  to  set  aside 
from  his  gross  income  25/-  annually  for  the  benefit  of  the  Hospital. 
He  will  pay  his  Income  Tax  as  before,  and  will  forward  to  the 
Hospital  his  usual  net  subscription  of  £1,  and  he  will  fill  in  a  form 
(which  will  be  supplied  by  the  Hon.  Sec.)  stating  that  he  has  paid 
Income  Tax  at  the  rate  of  4/-  in  the  £,  amounting  to  5/-.  The 
Hospital  will  then  be  able  to  claim  repayment  of  :the  5/-,  and  the 
£1  subscription  will  appreciate  to  25/-.  In  like  manner  a  £5  sub¬ 
scription  will  appreciate  to  £6/5/0,  a  £10  subscription  to  £12/10/0, 
and  so  on  pro  rata.  Further,  the  subscriber,  if  liable  to  Super 
Tax,  can  obtain  relief  from  such  tax  in  respect  of  the  subscription 
and  the  income  tax  thereon.

It  is  proposed  to  invite  any  subscribers  of  sums  from  £l 
upwards,  who  feel  that  they  can  thus  bind  themselves  to  maintain 
their  subscription  for  a  period  of  seven  years,  to  sign  the  necessary 
covenant,  and  so  increase  the  funds  available  for  the  Hospital. 

The  Scheme  cannot  be  made  retrospective,  and  can  apply 
only  to  subscriptions  that  are  paid  after  the  necessary  Deed  has 
been  signed,  and,  of  course,  only  to  those  who  pay  Income  Tax.

RULES  FOR  SHIFNAL  COTTAGE 

HOSPITAL. 


1.  — The  Hospital  is  designed  for  the  benefit  and  accommodation 
of  the  poor,  when  suffering  from  disease  or  accident  ;  but  no  case 
of  advanced  pulmonary  consumption,  or  other  incurable,  infectious 
or  contagious  disease  shall  be  admissable.  In  the  case  of  private 
patients,  under  the  care  of  either  of  the  Medical  Officers  in  Shifnal 
who  cannot  be  treated  satisfactorily  at  the  residence  of  such 
patients,  they  may  be  brought  to  the  Hospital  for  the  purpose  of 
such  treatment,  with  the  consent  of  the  Medical  Officers,  and 
subject  to  the  approval  of  the  Committee,  upon  making  a  special 
weekly  payment,  to  be  fixed  by  the  Committee,  provided  the 
admission  of  such  patients  shall  in  no  way  interfere  with  the 
accommodation  required  for  the  poor. 

2.  — All  subscriptions  shall  be  due  on  the  1st  Jan.  of  each  vear> 

and  shall  be  paid  to  the  Secretary,  Mr.  T.  C.  Smith,  Market  Place, 
Shifnal,  or  the  Treasurer,  Lloyds  Bank,  Shifnal.  No 

one  whose  subscription  is  three  months  in  arrear,  or  who  has  not  been 
a  subscriber  for  six  months,  shall  be  entitled  to  vote  at  any  annual 
or  general  meeting,  but  except  as  aforesaid,  all  subscribers  shall  be 
entitled  to  vote  on  all  occasions 

3.  — Every  annual  subscriber  of  one  guinea  shall  have  the 
privilege  of  recommending  one  patient  for  admission  to  the 
Hospital  for  a  period  not  exceeding  one  week,  and  one  patient 
for  every  additional  guinea  subscribed.  Donations  from  Church 
or  Chapel  offertories  and  collections,  from  Friendly  Societies, 
private  Collecting  Boxes,  Pound  Day  and  other  Collections,  of  one 
guinea,  shall  entitle  the  person  remitting  the  same  to  recommend 
one  patient,  and  similar  donations  of  two  guineas,  two  patients,  and 
one  patient  for  every  additional  one  guinea,  at  any  time  within 
twelve  months  from  the  day  of  the  remission  of  such  donation. 
But  no  person  remitting  such  donation  shall  be  entitled  to  vote  in 
respect  thereof. 

4.  —  Any  employer  or  other  person,  not  being  a  subscriber  of  at 
least  21s.,  who  may  send  a  patient  in  to  the  Hospital  will  be 
held  liable  for  the  expense  of  that  patient  at  the  rate  of  21s.  per 
week  for  board  and  washing.  Any  patient  admitted  to  the  Hospital 
who  is  a  member  of  a  Club  or  in  receipt  of  statutory  compensation 
from  his  employer  will  be  charged  by  the  Committee  at  the  above 
rate.  All  questions  as  to  contribution  or  amount  of  contribution 
shall  be  subject  to  the  decision  of  the  Committee. 


5. — The  annual  meeting  of  subscribers  shall  be  held  as  soon  as 
convenient  after  January  31st  each  year.  Any  subscriber  desiring 
to  bring  forward  a  proposition  at  such  meeting,  shall  give  at  least 
fourteen  days’  notice  of  his  or  her  intention  to  the  Honorary 
Secretary,  stating  the  terms  of  the  proposition.  Six  clear  days’ 
notice  of  such  meeting  shall  be  given  to  the  Subscribers  by  the 
Honorary  Secretary,  and  such  notice  shall  state  the  business  to  be 
transacted  at  such  meeting. 


6. — A  special  general  meeting  may  be  called  at  any  time  on  the 
written  application  to  the  Honorary  Secretary  of  at  least  ten 
Subscribers,  or  five  Members  of  the  Committee  ;  such  application 
shall  state  the  purpose  for  which  such  special  meeting  is  to  be 
called,  and  no  other  business  than  that  stated,  shall  be  transacted 
at  such  meeting. 


7. — The  general  management  of  the  Hospital  shall  be  entrusted 
to  a  Committee  of  1 5  Subscribers,  one-third  of  whom  shall  retire  in 
rotation  every  year,  and  shall  be  eligible  for  re-election.  The  ex- 
officio  members  of  the  Committee  shall  consist  of  the  Hon.  Treasurer, 
the  Honorary  Medical  Officers,  and  the  Honorary  Secretaiy.  In  case 
of  a  vacancy  in  any  office,  the  same  shall  be  filled  up  by  the  Com¬ 
mittee.  That  any  Member  of  the  Committee  who  shall  be  absent  from 
more  than  six  consecutive  monthly  Meetings  of  the  Committee 
(except  in  case  of  illness,  or  for  some  reason  approved  by  the  Com¬ 
mittee),  his  or  her  seat  on  the  Committee  shall  become  vacant. 


8. — The  Committee  shall  have  power  to  make  any  bye-laws  they 
think  necessary  for  the  management  of  the  Hospital,  provided  such 
bye-laws  be  submitted  to  the  next  general  meeting  to  be  confirmed, 
and  if  not  confirmed,  then  such  bve-laws  shall  be  rescinded.  Three 
members  of  Committee  shall  form  a  quorum. 


9, — The  Medical  Department  shall  be  under  the  control  and 
superintendence  of  the  Medical  Officers. 


10.  — Patients  who  have  received  Hospital  Tickets  from  Sub¬ 
scribers,  shall  be  admitted  to  the  Hospital,  provided  there  is 
sufficient  accommodation,  and  the  case  is  a  suitable  one  in  the 
opinion  of  the  Medical  Officers  and  Committee. 

11. — -Patients  who  are  able  to  contribute  may  be  admitted  on  the 
payment  of  a  sum,  not  exceeding  six  guineas  per  week,  to  be 
decided  by  the  Committee  or  the  Medical  Staff. 


12.  — Other  Admission  Tickets  shall  be  : — 

Tickets  for  Subscribers  of  one  guinea  to  those  only  who 

cannot  afford  to  pay. 

13.  — No  patient  shall  be  received  into  the  Hospital  without  an 
Admission  Ticket,  except  in  cases  of  emergency. 

14.  — The  services  of  the  Medical  Staff  are  honorary,  but  this 
shall  not  preclude  the  acceptance  of  fees  for  accidents  from  friends, 
or  any  public  or  private  body,  or  for  the  payment  of  patients  in  the 
private  wards. 

15.  — No  addition  can  be  made  to  the  Medical  Staff  unless  such 
person  has  been  approved  by  the  Committee,  and  been  resident  in 
Shifnal  for  at  least  six  months. 

16.  — Hours  of  admission  for  friends  of  patients  from  2  to  4,  on 
Sundays  and  Thursdays. 


17. — These  Kules  shall  not  be  altered  except  at  an  annual  or 
general  meeting. 


RULES  FOR  MATERNITY  BRANCH. 


1.  — Patients  can  only  be  admitted  to  the  Public  Ward  on  the 
payment  of  a  sum  not  exceeding  three  guineas  per  fortnight ;  the 
intermediate  Ward  on  payment  of  a  sum  not  exceeding  eight 
guineas  per  fortnight ;  and  to  the  Private  Ward  by  arrangement. 
Medical  attendance  is  not  included.  All  questions  regarding  fees 
to  be  decided  by  the  Committee  and  Medical  Staff. 

2.  — Application  for  admission  should  be  made  at  least  three 
months  before  the  date  of  requirement. 

3.  — All  patients  admitted  can  only  be  attended  by  the  Medical 
Staff  of  the  Hospital. 

4.  — All  patients  must  pay  in  advance,  and  subscribers'  tickets 
not  accepted  as  payment.
